examining of their witnesses. 


CLIMAX TO HEARING 


HAS BEEN EXTINGUISHED 
W ashington, April 21.— The long 
awaited climax of the senate prohi­ 
bition hearing, examining of Wayne 
B. Wheeler, head of the Anti-Saloon 
League, by Senator Jim Reed, Mis­ 
souri, democrat, wet, noted 
as 
a 
prosecutor, will be prevented. 
Wheeler announced today that he 
had changed his original intention 
of taking the witness stand, 
and 
would confine his 
activities 
to 
a 
speech summing up the dry case. 
Reed is known to have prepared 
to 
examine 
Wheeler 
concerning 
statem ents of influence he exercised 
over public officials, contained in re­ 
cently published memoirs, and also 
concerning contributors and expen­ 
ditures of the Anti-Saloon League. 
Reed may make an effort to go in­ 
to the points he is eager to 
bring 
out 
while Wheeler is making his 
.summing up speech, but the drys in­ 
tend to thw art 
any 
such 
move. 
Wheeler is in complete control of 
the dry time and can decline to take 
the stand. 
Reed had already made 
charges 
that the drys were treating him un­ 
fairly in forcing hearings of yester­ 
day’s witnesses despite his desire for 
postponement. 
Julien Codman, prosecuting attor­ 
ney, protested against a concession 
asked by Wheeler and said the dry 
members of the committee had taken 
up so much wet time in cross exam­ 
ination of dry witnesses. 
Wheeler also demanded that the 
drys be permitted to make conclud­ 
ing argum ents instead -of the wets. 
The committee took

ments under advisement. 
Oliver W. Stewart, 
of 
Chicago, 
president of the 
Flying 
Squadron 
Foundation of Indiana, pleaded with 
the committee to ignore any 
laws 
designed to weaken the Volstead act. 
His organization was working for 
law enforcement, he said.

“ We are a farm folk, who stand 
for the best in rural life,” Strivings 
said. 
“ We voice our disapproval of

T h a t the western situation is developing somewhat out of 
hand of the Republican leaders was emphasized recently when I 
five members of the Republican House delegation from Minnesota,1 
all potential factors in the coming campaign, served notice on 
Speaker Longworth, Floor Leader John Q. Tilson, of Connecticut,!

aid is needed. There is every indication now, at the White Hoube, I 
that the government will meet the wishes of the farmers. The ad-| 
ministration, however, is set against any price-fixing ^proposal. 
It favors creation of a federal farm board with an appropriation 
at disposal. 
The administration will stand by its decision to aid the agri­ 
cultural interests of the country, it was made plain by the W hite1 
House spokesman. 
This does not mean, it was indicated, that . 
President Coolidge has changed his mind. 
It means he has de­ 
cided that the pressure from the west is entitled to consideration, 
and that as far as possible the government will meet the wishes 
of the farmers. 
And this “pressure” came from the amalgamation of the live 
Republican congressmen from Minnesota, Representatives Andre- 
sen, Clague, Furlough, Goodwin and Knutson. 
They just plainly 
told the leaders in the House that they were “sick and tired of 
being kidded.*’ In other words, they wanted something done to 
meet present needs of the farmer. 
This uproar was only ap indication of how the straws are 
blowing. 
Yet it became necessary almost immediately to placate 
this revolution, with the result that’ the leaders readily agreed 
that they would do all they could to get the agricultural legislation 
given, preference. 
The administration will back to the limit the creation of a 
federal farm board which will do business with the cooperative 
organizations, and, as a result, furnish them with the money that 
is needed to carry out their programs. Should it be necessary, the 
government will place at the disposal of the farm hoard $100,- 
000,000, or five times that amount, and take its chances on losing 
money. 
What is really contemplated, is the recreation of the War 
Finance Corporation, under a different name, to take care of the 
wants of the farmers.

Brainerd, give employment to Brainerd or nearby lakes labor. 
Their residence of four or more months at the lakes means much 
to Brainerd and they are welcomed with open arms.

Several major league managers are entertaining 
doubts about the benefit of spring exhibition games between majo r league 
clubs. 
From a business point of view, inter-league exhibition games are p rac­ 
tical because a large part of the heavy expenses of a training camp can he 
defrayed by the gate money from the exhibition games hut the psychological 
effect upon the players may cost just as much in actual money. 
Players do not draw salary Cor playing in these exhibition games and 
they do not care to risk salary arms, legs or hacks in unnecessary chances 
>n uncertain playing fields. 
Many of th em say the exhibition games amount 
to nothing and they don’t care about results though no Hit 11 player likes 
to lose. 
Take the New York Yankees and die Brooklyn Robins for an example. 
When they started their spring series they were not taken too seriously as 
pennant possibilities hut the Robins, with a tine looking pitching staff, en ­ 
tertained first division hopes. 
The Yankees got away to a Hying start and murdered the hest pitching 
Brooklyn had for fourteen consecutive victories. The Yanks got the winning 
habit, gained faith in themselves arui returned to New York with a club that 
looks like a pennant possibility. 
The Robins fell into a losing habit, lost 
heart, and there is no way to tell what effect it will have upon them if they 
don’t get a good start in championship competition. 
That spring series between the two clubs may turn out to have been the 
makings of the Yankees and it might he that it will he the ruination of the 
Robins. 
Bucky Harris, tho shrewd young manager of the Washington Senators, 
was discussing the benefits of exhibition games one night in His hotel in 
Tampa. 
"Personally," he said, "I don’t attach too much importance to exhibition 
games because they are staged primarily for the purpose of getting p rac­ 
tice. 
When I first started to manage t His club I wanted to win every game 
but I ’ve grown out of a lot of that college stuff now. 
But as a m a nager of 
a club and not as one of the players I realize that the games are very impor­ 
tant for the moral effect 
upon the club as a whole. 
It is necessary to cul­ 
tivate the winning habit and when the players start to losing faith in th em ­ 
selves, it is hard to recover. 
"For that reason I felt fortunate in being able to arran g e several of 
these exhibition tours with the New York Giants because they gave us real 
competition. 
It isn’t well to knock over a bunch of set-ups because the 
players know that it means nothing but to heat a good club means every­ 
thing. 
I didn’t want to win every game from the Giants, because I know 
that we couldn’t do it hut I did want the boys to make a good showing and 
they have done it so far. 
We don’t crow when we heat the Giants and we 
don’t cry when they down us.” 
Some of the lower rankin g major league clubs are rushed along in their 
training primarily for the purpose of heating opposition in the spring games 
and drawing good gate money. 
One National league team is said to have 
made all its training expenses for two seasons by pointing for the exhibition 
games even if it did injure tile condition of the team for the championship 
race. 
One or two of the major league clubs refused this spring to book inter­ 
league exhibition games and confined their training to games with 
minor 
league clubs. 
The class of the minor league teams is improving so much 
that some of the exhibitions between a major league and a m inor league 
team drew* as much money at the gate as two major league clubs and the 
split was even better in proportion. 
The spring exhibition gam es have become so thoroughly established that 
some minor abuses already have been noticed and it is understood that Com­ 
m issioner Landis w ill ask the d ub owners this winter to give him control 
over these games.
